MOORE FACES MORE HEAT 


As latest woman comes forth with assault story from 
when she was 16, McConnell takes side of the accusers 


The allegations and backlash against Roy 
Moore, locked in a race for a U.S. Senate seat 
in Alabama, grew Monday with a new accu- 
sation and renewed calls from Republican 
leadership for him to exit the race. 

Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, the Senate 
majority leader, said he believes the women 
who have alleged sexual misconduct by 
Moore, and he’s looking into the possibility 
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of a write-in campaign to help the GOP hold 
onto the seat vacated by Attorney General 
Jeff Sessions. 

Yet another woman came forward, saying 
that when she was 16, Moore offered her a 
ride home from work and tried to force her to 
perform a sex act on him. She said he told 
her no one would believe her because she 
was “just a child.”
